THE EX-POSTMASTER-GENERAL TO PRESIDE 
AT A MEETING OF TENANTS. 


A Fermal Protest to be Made—Lord Salis- 
bury Gives the Landlords Cold Comfort— 
Effect of the Morley-Ripon Reception 
Upon Ulster—Supperters of the Govern- 
ment—An Actress Mangled by a Lion ata 
Dublin Show—The Germans Military Bill 
—The Austro- German Alliance—Foreign

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonvon, February 4.—It is quite likely that 
before long the Irish Government will have to 
put an Ex-Cabinet Minister on the plank bed. 
Fresh evictions being threatened on Lord 
Clanricarde’s estates, the Rt. Hon. George 
John Shaw Lefevra, Ex-Postmaster-General, 
in accordance with a promise made some time 
ago, announces that he will preside at a meet- 
ing of the tenants at Loughrea, the center of 
Lord Clanricarde’s estates, to make a formal 
protest on the 10th inst. He says he will act 
in no spirit of defiance, but under the 
belief that it is his right and that of ihe peo- 
ple of his district to hold such meetings free 
from the difficulties which, in his opinion, 
were most unfairly considered to justify the 
prohibition of that which was held by Mr. 
Blunt before. He is a man of great determina- 
tion, and there is not the slightest doubt that he 
will do as he says. This is aserious embar- 
rassment to Balfour. Meantime, while the 
Government are making the antagonism of 
the tenants towards them flercer than ever, 
it it giving great dissatisfaction even to land- 
lords. Lord Salisbury, replying to a deputa- 
tion which waited on him yesterday, to urge 
that the landlords should be compensated by 
the State for losses, owing to the agrarian 
legislation of recent years, said it was not a 
case for compensation for suffering inflicted 
by legislation. They have arisen from the 

ACTION OF THE LAND TRIBUNALS. 

The landlords naturally felt aggrieved at 
such an utterance from their own champion, 
who eighteen months ago said thatif the ju- 
dicial rents were cut down the landlords 
would have the right of compensation. 

WAVERING SUPPORTERS. 

Itisno wonder that the supporters of the 
Government in Uister are wavering. One of 
the most remarkable features of the rejoicings 
at the Dublin visit of Morley and Ripon is the 
large number of delegates from Ulster in the 
representative gathering from all parts of 
Ireland, the most important ever known in 
Irish history. These delegates express the 
positive conviction that Parnell will capture 
four more Ulster seats at the next election, 
viz. North Tyrone, South Tyrone, North 
Derry and South Derry. ai 


IT MEANS PEACE, 


Comments of the Vienna and Berlin Press 
on the Austro-German Alliance. 


VIENNA, February 4.—The Fremdenblatt 
says: The publication of the treaty 
of alliance between Austria and Ger- 
many will produce everywhere the 
conviction that our policy has 
a pacific and conservative tendency, which 
will always be maintained. It will decisively 
show that the policy of Austria and Germany 
and the grouping of the Powers isof high 
and unmistakable importance, and that the 
duration of the treaty is absolutely secured. 
It now forms and must form in the future 
the exclusive basis of our policy. Nobody can 
now fall to understand that Austria and 
Germany will endeavor above all te clear 
up the situation, refute baselesss accu- 
sations and tranquilize the public mind.“ 
The Presse, makes similar comments, con- 
cluding as follows: It will be necessary, how - 
ever, to await the strong effect which the pub- 
lication of the treaty and the tendency of its 
clauses will undoubtedly exercise upon Rus- 
sian public opinion.’’ The Extrablatt says: 
The publication of the treaty is calculated to 
be eminently effective for the preservation of 
peace. Ifthe publication fails to accomplish 
the object desired war will be inevitable. 

The Neue Freie Press says it fears that no 
change in the present political situation will 
be effected by the publication of the treaty. 
The Allgemeine Zeitung says the publication 
constitutes the final admonition to Russia to 
stop in the path whereon she has entered. 

THE BERLIN PRESS. 

BERLIN, February 4.—Several of the Berlin 
papers dilate upon the eminently pacific charac- 
ter of the treaty between Germany and Austria 
the publication of which they say must pro- 
duce a tranquilizing effect in Paris and St. 
Petersburg, while admonishing and warning 
disturbers of the peace, whoever they may be.

A SHAKY STAND 


TAKEN’ BY THE DEMOCRATIC MEMBERS OF 
THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES, 


Who Appear as the Defenders of False and 
Erroneous Registrations—Reocorder Will- 
iams Submits a Sample Showing—He 
Calis for a Board of Revision to Strike 
Off’ 9,281 False Registrations Which 
Still Remain on the Books—He Resents 
the Comptroller’s Reflections. 


On next Monday the Conference Committee, 
cousisting of. three Councilmen and three 
Delegates, will meet at the City Hall to agree 
upon a report on the appropriation bill 
concerning the items of which the 
branches of the Municipal Assembly 
cannot agree. There are several accounts 
on which the Delegates and the Councilmen 
disagree, butthe differences can be recon- 
olled on all items except one, appropriating 
$1,008 for the expenses of a Board of Revision. 
A most remarkable fact is that the various 
votes on the acceptance ofthe report of 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
the amendment of the bill by 
striking out the item, the 
motions to appoint a Conference Committee 
and to recede from the first action 
have found the Democrats standing together. 
On the forced interpretation of a sentence, 
they have taken their stand and are resisting 
the appropriation. These delegates claim 
that when the law says a Board 
of Revisors shall be appointed for 


each general, State or municipal election, it 
does not mean an election like that set down 
for the 28th inst. They claim that an election 
affecting the City Charter, which is the funda- 
mental law of the municipality, is not of such 
consequence as to come within the meaning of 
the law as an election for which a 
Board of Revision should be appointed. 
Whatever may be the merits of these views 
there is another light in whioh the dead- 
lock is generally regarded. Many of the dele- 
gates who refused to vote foran expenditure 
of $1,008 for this purpose voted to tack on the 
private claims aggregating over three times 
this amount after the appropriations 
had been refused * the Council. Re- 
corder of Voters illiams says the 
appointment of the Board ia the most im- 
ene step yet taken in the purffication of 

he registration lists. Three weeks after Mr. 
Williams took charge of the office he stated 
that he believed that the books contained be- 
tween fifteen thousand and twen thousand 
erroneous and fraudulent registrations. At the 
last election 4,800 of these were discovered and 
stricken off. The Recorder now has listed for 
submission to the Board as soon as it meets 
9,281 names falsely or erroneously registered. 
If = oportion of fraudulent registrations 
is as high in other precincts as inthe Ninety- 
fifth the books contain a great many straw 
voters.

Nicholson and Mr. Rankin, 
ualified to be Directors, and that the 
other Directors, not being bona fide owners of 
stock, are not qualified. On the stand before 
the House of. Delegates Lg here. es 
mittee Chas. H. Turner said President Thomp- 
son had, previous to the election, transferred 
to him some stock from the Trust, and that 
this stock had been restored to the Trust 
after the election. Mr. said he 
was a Director, but not a stockholder 
in the company, and I think my claim can be 
substantiated as to the other Directors, with 
the exceptions I have named.’’

Before the 
Indian mutiny, when this was not theroughly 
understood by the British, the Sepoys used to 
salute their officers in the same way as the 
European soldiers do, thatis, with whichever 
hand was further from the person approach- 
ing. Since that time, however, the orders 
are that the right hand only shall be used. 
These Eastern nations have a strong objec- 
tion to uncovering the head, but onthe other 
hand, consider it exceedingly disrespectful to 
enter the presence of asuperior with the feet 
covered. 

The Chinese have a regular code of saluta- 
tions, eight in number, which define the 
proper amount of respect to be paid to differ- 
ent individuals. The one which is perhaps 
most familiar in San Francisco is that when 
at the New Year the Chinaman clasps his 
hands together,and gently bowing, wishes 
his friend the compliments of the season. 
Two curious greetings which these people 
have among themselves are those of askin 
each other, ‘‘Have you eaten your rice?’’ an 
Is your stomach in good order?“ 

The Japanese show respect on meeting by 
bending the knee, though in the street they 
only make a feint at so doing. This is the 
general salute, but there are many others 
which are required from inferiors on encoun- 
tering those in higher positions. 

A stranger coming among the Moors for the 
first time would, perhaps. be astonished and 
a little frightened by seeing one of them riding 
at full gallop toward him, as K he were in- 
tending to execute a cavalry charge. His 
fears might, perhaps, be increased when this 
horseman, when almost close to his apparent 
victim, suddenly reined up and discharged 
a pistolever his head. Recovering from his 
astonishment, however, be would find that 
this is the Moorish way of welcoming a 
stranger. 

Natives of the gold coast have still another 
mode of salutation. They lower their robe 
from the left shoulder with the right hand, 
and gracefully bow, though if it is a great 
man they salute, and if they wish to be par- 
ticularly respectful, the whole of the robe is 
removed, exposing the breast upward.

| SOME INTERESTING WOMEN. 


Lounging in Windows, Defying Indians, Run- 
„ Ding Races and Receiving Hemage. 

From the Albany Fair Journal. 

In the dreamland of Ouba, where every 
house has barred. windows and fortress-like 
doors, I realized that the women were prison- 
ers, though I doubt whether they would have 
valued compassion since, like canaries, they 
have been in duress so many generations as to 
have lost the standpoint from which to judge 
between freedom and thraldom. Though I vis- 
| ited towns that had scarcely known any change, 


except what earthquakes had brought them, 
since Cortez rested in them on his way to con- 
quer Mexico, I saw no sight so strange as that 
of the women lolling in the benchlike silis of 
the at windows, dressed for public view 
and looking lazily out of their great black orbs 
at whoever passed along the street. Those 
who were Yama were nearly all beautiful, 
but their elders had lost their good looks in a 
superabundance of flesh. They could not 
go out of doors in the daytime ex- 
cept in their carriages and accompanied 
by a parent or guardian. And when 
they went shopping the clerks attended them 
in their carriages, the ladies sending for what 
they wanted to look at and the elerks stagger - 
ing out under great burdens of gods. You can 
imagine that shopping there is neither a pas- 
sion nora vice, as itis said to be in Paris. 
Isn't it in Paris that the women are so fond of 
it? So, after the morning was spent at house- 
work and a veiled visit to church, the Cuban 
ladies dressed to loll in the windows,and their 
sweethearts crept along close to the walls and 
chatted with them, if no old woman was by to 

revent them and if they had proceeded so far 
n their love-making as to be able to converse 
with their hearts’ delights. Before they 
could do that they had to walk along the 
‘streets ever so many times, past their sweet- 
hearts’ windows, waiting to be noticed and 
flirted with, and then came a long period of 
ogling and the exchanging of swift glances 
and — ing behind fans and waving of hand- 
kerchiefs—all extremely silly in the eyes of 
American girls. 

One dayI was making my way through a 
dismal piece of woodland in Canada on the 
outskirts of Montreal. B-r-r-r! how cold it 
was, and how the snow lay piled up all over 
the country! Suddenly I heard merry voices 
and the crackling of twigs and rustling of 
brush. Just as mpg | the figure of a young 
man in the uniform of the Tuque Bleue Snow- 
shoe Club appeared, ascending a knoll. 
Three girls were at his heels, followed by 
other young men and women. There was a 
new view of the possibilities of womanhood. 
Our Yankee girls, best of all in the best of the 
sexes, have liberty enough, but how 
few use it to place themselves side by 
side with the men in their athletic sports! 
How ruddy and bright-eyed and wholesome 
were these Canadian maidens! How superb! 
they were framed and how overflowing wit 
animal spirits they were! Afterward I saw 
them skating for hours and covering miles of 
ice hand in hand with their brothers (and the 
brothers of other folks), and at tobogganing, 
drivings and all the othersports that inter- 
ested them, they were almost if not quite the 
equals ofthe men. When it came to dancing, 
as I was informed, the merry ones among 
them took a delight in lifting the young 
gentlemen from the States off their feet 
once in a while, and swinging around 
with them as a New York girl might do 
with a child—if it was small enough. 
Far over on the Pacific coast of the same 
country and on Vancouver Island I found an- 
other race of women—squaws of some tribes 
allied to the Esquimos. They were so igno- 
ant and homely and belonged to such a rude 
order of civilization that I could scarcely ex- 
pect to interest any young lady readers in 
them. But they possessed an interest for the 
married ladies, and might even arouse envy 
in the breasts of some fair matrons, for their 
customs allow each wife to have ‘‘an 
assistant husband.’’ Better yet, their 
husbands do not select their own as- 
sistants; this is left to the fair ladies 
themselves. These assistant husbands 
have to do what the New England folks call 
‘*chores’’ for the women, get kindling wood, 
run of errands,and make themselves useful in 
all menial ways. Their only reward and 
recompense is that if the real husband dies in 
any case, or disappears, or goes away for any 
unconscionable length of time, they marry 
the woman for whom they have been working. 

On the plains, in Assiniboia, I found a little 
lady in the larger of the only two stores in the 
place who told me that the Indians on a reser- 
vation close by had begun to grow restless, 
and were manifesting the fact by unusual inso- 
lence. Onlythe day before a dozenof the 
braves had come into the store, when she was 
stark alone init, and had demanded whisky, 
a commodity they were not allowed to touch 
and no one was permitted to sell. She told 
them she had none, and they sat, as Indians 
will, fora longtime, as if to show her they 
would not goaway until they gotit. Curi- 
ously enough, no one came to the store from 
the settlement. By and bythe Indians pro- 
posed to search for the whisky. She laughed at 
them and told them they could search. They did 
80, peeping and poking everywhere that they 
could think of. When they offered to go up- 
stairs to her living apartments she stood * 
the doorway and told them they must not 
venture there. She flattened her back against 
the door and defied them. She was less than 
the ordinary height, and did not weigh over 
one hundred pounds, but she quailed them 
with the eye of a brave and determined wo- 
man,and when, presently, some white men 
came to make some purchases, the Indians 
took themselves off. Only a few nights 
before that this same woman had seen 
a wolf in her back yard and had 
gone out and ‘‘shooed’’ it away with 
her apron and her scolding, just as one of our 
con might do to a cat. I never saw a man that 

thought more plucky than she. Perhaps, 
though, what no Indian or wolf could do might 
de done by amouse. But it is beyond all rea- 
son to expect the bravest not to fear a mouse. 

In our Southern States one gets still another 
view of woman. I went through the Virginia 
mountains and learned that south of Mason and 
Dixon’s line every white woman is a queen, 
idolized by brothers, husband, sons and fath- 
ers; respected as if sainted by her neighbors. 
When a poor old woman entered a railroad 
depot that was crowded by men ata time 
when it was not expected that any women 
would be traveling, every man in that as- 
semblage rose to his feet in order that she 
might select what seat she wished, and those 
men who were smoking went out and stood in 
the rain rather than chance to offend her. 
One of the men whe did this was Fitz Hugh 
Lee, now Governor of the State. That was 
only one illustration of a chivalric deference 
toward women everywhere observable and 
everywhere reflecting honor on the men who 
maintained it.

SINGER AND HIS FAMILIES, 


A Daughter’s Betrothal to a Duke Brings to 
Mind a Remarkable Story.

The publication of this coming marriage re- 
calls some of the curious facts that have made 
these poople somewhat notorious, and serves 
to bring to mind something about Singer and 
his numerous wives and progeny. 

When Isaac M. Singer was chopping wood 
around Schaghticoke, N. Y., in 1830, he never 
had an idea that he would invent a sewing- 


machine that would bring him millions, and 
that his daughters would be spending them in 
buying up titles on the other side of the At- 
lantic. He was ab from hand to moutn,and 
he marrieda stout Irish giri named Catherine 
Haley and moved to Waterloo. He was a 
shiftiess, bright sort of a fellow, irregular in 
his way of living, and with a natural bent for 
anything but hard work. He took to the stage 
and was at one time somewhat of a popular 
favorite, but he never seemed to have jany 


money. 

One night while playing in Baltimore he be- 
came enamored of a young woman named 
Mary Ann Sponser, and promptly married her. 
Then he and bis new wife started out, and for 
fourteen years worked as actors in temperance 
pieces through the churches all over the coun- 
try, and were wretchedly poor, They drifted 
finally to Chicago, and there Singer invented a 
reaping machine, and later on a machine for 
carving type, and both of these brought aim 
some 3 

About 1 he had completed the inventions 
which perfected the — . sewing machine 
and, witha lawyer named Olark, Rad formed 
the firm of Singer & Co. and had n to pile 
up his wealth. From that time until 1868 these 
two men grew richer and richer every day un- 
til they counted their fortunes by the millions. 

In the meantime Singer came to New York 
and settled down in one of the most stylish 
houses in the city at 4 Fifth avenue, and he 
and his second wife began to go a good d 


In 1860, just 


vorce he abandoned his wite Ne. 2 and went to 
Europe. After he had gone it was discovered 
that he had been married under ass 
names to two other Women in New York Oity. 
One of them he had married as Henry Ma 
thews, and five children had been the result 
of the union, and the other whom he had wed 
as Charles Merritt had borne him one son. 

While Singer was abroad he publicly married 
a French woman named Isabelle Bryce, and 
taking her, his fifth venture in matrimony, to 
Paris, became quité a lion among the K 
spenders of that gay city. He and she, the 
only woman to whom he was supposed to 
have been faithful, finally went to land 
where he purchased a castle and an esta and 
died in 1873. 

His five wives and most of his twenty-four 
children were alive at the time of his death, 
but the six who were born to him 
by his last matrimonial bargain received 
the greater portion of his fortune. Of course 
therc was litigation, and there is some yet 
going on, but the heartless old fellow had long 

efore his death so distributed his property 
that there was scarcely any necessity for him 
to leave a will. When the litigation first began 
it became apparent that new and up to that 
time unheard-of claimants would crop up on 
every side, for every month seemed to bring 
forth a new woman with impeachable 

roofs that Singer had married her. Indeed 
tis not more than a year ago since an enter- 
—.— newspaper man found another of 

inger’s widows living in Central Pennsylva- 
nia with two children that bore his name.

When Frederick Gerstaecker accompanied 
the Duke of Coburg of Eastern Africa the in- 
cognito of his sovereign friend was dropped at 
Cairo, where a German banker treated him to 
a dinner of fatherland fare, followed by an ex- 
hibition of local talent—fife concerts, Arabian 
dances and legerdemain.

When it came out of the furnace 
it was a thick piece of combination metal; 
it leaves the rolis a thin, long, smoky-like 
string of plate, to seventy-five 
feet in length. is then tempered 
or anneale flaming gas jets, 
after which isis rubbed, cut into strips, and 
sent to the stampers, where it is pressed into 
various designs, is then cut and trimmed, 
and, after various manipulations, comes 
into the salesroom ready for the markets of 

the world. 

The markets of the world are supplied 
from Pforzheim with ‘‘Parisian’’ jewelry.

WITH THE BAHAMA WRECKERS. 


A Wild Race of Eager Natives te Reach a 
Vessel in Distress. 


From the New York Tribune. 

At about 7 we were aroused by a great noise 
of shouting and shrieking in the settlement. We 
rushed out in airy apparel to discover the 
cause of the excitement and found that a large 
three-masted schooner was ashore on the Mo- 
gelle shoal, well in sight of the settle- 
ment. Through a glass we could see 
that the waves were dashing over the 


vessel’s decks, and dark masses, groups of 
men, were to be seen inthe rigging. We 
could do nothing, and had simply to be spec- 
tators of the scene. The men of the settle- 
ment were already getting their schooners 
under way for the race to the wreck, which 
was to decide who should be wreckmiaster. 
The women were shouting, dancing, embrac- 
ing one another, and praying (literally) that 
it might be a ‘‘general cargo,’’ the most valu- 
able of all. Soon the boats rounded the point 
of the island, and then began an ex- 
citing race. Suddenly a tremendous 
squall appeared on the northern horizon, and 
rapidly advanced. The schooners quickly 
took in all sail, all but one, the May Queen. 
Her crew, apparentiy maddened by the wreck- 
ing fewer, kept her under full sail, even the 
staysall being set. The squall struck her, and 
over on her side she went, her sails prevent- 
ing her from — bottom upward. Her 
crew, at first thrown into the sea, clambered 
up on the side above water, and stood 
there waving piteously for help. But 
not one of the schooners, which had 
resumed the race the moment the squall 
was past, stopped racing to rescue them. It 
was not until the race was over and the Ad- 
miral, an old acquaintance of mine, had won 
the coveted distinction, that the crew of the 
May Queen were rescued from their dangerous 
position—a matter of no great difficulty. On 
shore the joyful cries of the women over the 
‘‘wreck’’ were at this episode changed to 
shrieks and howls of grief, for at first 
no one knew which of the boats 
had capsized. But during the whole 
time not one word of pity for the crew of the 
American schooner, though they were ina 

osition compared to which that of the May 

ueen’s crew was a child’s play. For the 
time all kindly feeling for the people in dis- 
treas—in which the Bahama neyroes are not 
ordinarily deficient—had gone; greed and 
covetousness filied its place. 

During the oy A the crew of the Admiral, the 
wreckmaster’s boat, showed an example of 
pluck and daring which may serve as a relief 
to the dark picture I have drawn. For several 
hours the littie schooner staid at the wreck, 
attached to it by a line from her stern, and 
along this line the Captain and crew of the 
Florence Genovar, as she turned out to be 
named, were hauled one by one with their 
sails and stores. The sea was tremendous 
and the little ship rolled as if 
each roll would be her last, but the crew 

ersevered until all that was possible had 

een done, and then set sail and arrived at 

Alice Town in the afternoon. Noneof the 
other schooners made any attempt to assist 
her in her difficult task. 

When it wasfound that the Florence Gen- 
ovar was not loaded with a general cargo, 
but with coal, the least valuable cargo to 
wreckers, the excitement subsided wonder- 
fuliy and people had rather an injured air 
in talking of it, as if they had been cheated 
out of their due.

Formerly Fought Each Other.

They fought stripped to the waist, 
with their seconds and dottle-holders, in 
strict imitation of the professional ring. It

dishonor among schoolboys. Sir Francis 
Doyle has told us in his ‘‘Reminiscences’’ 
what Keate’s views were on. Annas and in 
what gallant style he expressed them on this 
occasion, It is not, he said to the upper 
boys, ‘‘that I object to fighting in itself. On 
the contrary, I like to see a boy who receives 
a blow return it at once; but that you, the 
heads of the school, should allow a contest to 
go on for two hours and a has shocked 
and grieved me.’’

Naturally also the blood runs 
cooler In the age of apollinaris than it ran in 
the age of beer. Those who were at Eton 
in the early 60s will douptless recall a famous 
bout atthe Fives Courts one afternoon be- 
tween two young Trojans of the fifth form; 
and about a decade later there was a more 
formal affair in a fleid off the Datchet road, 
wherein one of the combatants proved him- 
self a worthy descendant of ‘‘the last of the 
English. But for the most part this practi- 
cal illustration ofthe argumentum ad homi- 
nem is now confined, we suspect, to the 
lower boys, and is possibly not rampant 
amongthem.

Oysters have been served in many styles, 
but the newest —— is muzzled oysters. A 
company has established a novel enterprise 
for preserving oysters in the shell so that they 
will keep for sixty days, and when prepared 
can be sent any distance by freight instead of 
as first-class expressage, thereby creating a 
revolution in the cost of oyster carriage. A 
member of the company says that dealers can 
be supplied in May toc them over June, 
July and August. The method is based upon 
the fact that the oyster in his native 
element understands the useful art of 
keeping his mouth shut. 80 long as he 
does this the oyster’s preservation is as- 
assured. Heis hermetically sealed and re- 
tains his price and flavor. When torn from 
home and friends and brought into contact 
with barreis and and an effete civilization his 
muscles become relaxed and he open his 
mouth and spoils. The patent lock is simply 
a piece of wire passed around the shelis and 
firmly twisted, so as to effectively keep the 
shells together. The company got its patent 
in 1882, but has only recently established a 

lace in Oxford, Md., whence fine oysters are 

eing shipped in various directions, 125,000 go- 
ingeach week to London, where they are 
served on the half-shell as in Baltimore.—[Bal- 
timore Sun.

The House of Delegates should not look 
for legal guidanoe te the anonymously 
printed ‘‘opinion of a lawyer who stands 
very high in his profession.” Such found- 
ling and irresponsible opinions are dirt 
cheap, and the columns of the newspapers 
can be easily filled with them. Neither is 
the Comptroller employed, paid orauthor- 
ized toact as the legal adviser of other 
persons engaged in the public service, 
His opinion as to the illegality of an ap- 
propriation is binding upon nobody, a 
guide for nobody but himself.

It was under the official advice and 
guidance of Attorney-General BOONE 
that Recorder WILLIaMs began and is now 
continuing the work of expunging some 
fifteen thousand false registrations from 
our voting lists. His work was obstructed 
with the same hair-splitting legal objec- 
tions last fall, but with the support of 
Attorney-General Boongz he went ahead 
and had 4,800 names struck from the 
registration lists. Since then he has by 
the most careful and conclusive precinct 
canvass, corroborated by the mail test, 
found over nine thousand more names 
which should be struck from the lists, 
more than three-fourths of all the names 
registered in one precinct being names of 
persons unknown to the present residents 
either as present or former inhabitants of 
the precinct. 

Now, if Counselor BELL had advised the 
House of Delegates that it is illegal to rec- 
tify this great fraud upon the ballot-box 
in the mode and with the means prescribed 
by law for such rectification, the House 
would have had something tangible to 
stand on against two such lawyers as At- 
torney-General Boong and Recorder 
WILLIAMS in its attempt to prevent the 
latter from doing his duty under the law.

The prospect for legislation against 
Trusts,“ both at Washington and Albany, is 
promising. In each case several Representa- 
tives have displayed an honorably ambitious 
desire to supply the needs of the situation, 
and bills have been introduced accordingly. 
Referred to the appropriate committees, they 
can at each capital be digested into well-con- 
sidered measures and become laws in a com- 
paratively short time. National legislation 
willcover most of the ground, but there will 
be space left which only the States can reach. 

Congressman Raynor of Maryland intro- 
duced a sweeping bill in the House on Monday, 
which punishes by fine or imprisonment, or 
both, any person or bodies of persons who 
enter into a combination to fix prices for any 
article of merchandise. It declares any con- 
tract in the respect noted absolutely null and 
void inlaw. Purchasers on credit of articles 
so priced are freed from payment by the 
measure. 


Strikes Flourish Under High Protection. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

The strike industry in the United States is 
chiefly confined to a small group of States 
comprising Massachusetts, New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Ohio, Of the 840,- 
854 persons engaged in strikes during 1887 248, - 
965, or 73 per cent of the entire number, 
were in the five States named, the other thirty- 
one States and the Territories furnishing the 
remaining 27 per cent. 

Pennsylvania furnished 111,317 strikers, or 
nearly one-third of the number. New York 
comes second on the list with 63,656, the two 
States furnishing alittle more than one-half 
of the country’s quota of strikers. New Jersey 
is third on the list with 27,508,Ohio fourth with 
22,825, and Massachusetts fifth with 22,659. 
More than two-thirds of the $13,500,000 in 
wages sacrificed by strikes during the year 
was lost to the workers of these five States.

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THE PROOF WAS STRONG. 


CONVICTION OF CALLAN AND HARKINS, 
THE-SO-CALLED DYNAMITERS. 


— 


Close of the Trial Yesterday—Sir Henry 
Hawkins“ Charge to the Jury—An Elab- 
orate Review of the Evidence--The Ver- 
dict--The Defendants Sentenced—Minis- 
ter Phelps Present at the Trial.

LONDON, February 4,-—-The trial of Thomas 


| Callan of Lowell, Mass., and of Michael Har- 


king of Philadelphia, who were charged with 
being implicated in a dynamite conspiracy, 
was brought to a close yesterday, The court- 
room of the OldjBailey was crowded again. 
Jury, Judge and prisoners were promptly in 
The United States Miniater oc- 
cupied a seat on the bench beside Justice 
Hawkins. The prisoners looked worn out and 
completely fagged with the strain of the last 
few days. Aftera few final words trom Mr. 
Poland, Q. O., on behalf of the Crown, the 
Judge, Sir Henry Hawkins, drew from an 
ominous looking black bag the many quires 
of legaicopy which he has turned out during 
the trial and proceeded to aum up fas follows: 


THE JUDGB’S CHARGE. 

It was proved beyond doubt, he said, 
„that the deceased man, Cohen, when he 
went to 42 Tambeth road last June, took with 
him-two tin boxes. He had but few friends 
and was not visited by any one for some 
weeks until Melville was known to have 
called upon him. On June 21 the City of 
Chester arrived at Liverpool from New York. 
They knew that Harkins and Callan came over 
together on the vessel. About that fact there 
seems to be nojdoubt whatever. Whether 
Col. Melville came over with them there was 
no evidence to show. But there was evidence 
that a day or two after he 
took lodgings in Gladstone street, 
and that on June 24 he i ~»presént- 
ed two drafts valued at £5%5 at the London 
Joint Stock Bank, He received a large num- 
ber of £5 notes, and several of those notes 
were afterwards found among the effects of 
Cohen. After their arrival Callan took lodg- 
ings in Falmouth street, New Kent road, and 
Harkins wentto Alfred street, Islington. If 
the testimony of Mrs. Keyes, the landlady, 
was to be believed, both prisoners became 
frequent visitors of Cohen, and at his lodging 
they also met Melville. 

Reviewing the evidence, His Lordship 
pointed out that there was not the slightest 
proof that any of these men was engaged in 
business of any kind. If it were true, as 
Callan stated, thathe wasa traveler in tea, 
what could have been more easy than to call 
at least one or two persons with whom he had 
endeavored to do business? He went to 
Baxter Road in August, and Mrs. Bright, the 
landlady, had told them (the jury) that his 
portmanteau appeared to be very light, 
although when he took it to Falmouth street it 
was very heavy. Comingto the l0thof Sep- 
tember, the servant at 42 Tambeth, told them 
that the tin boxes which Cohen kept in his 
room were removed by a person whom she be- 
lieved’was Harkins, though she could notswear 
to him. They (the jury) must consider 
whether her belief was not in all probability 
correct. At the best, identity was only a mat- 
ter of opinion and belief, and her belief in the 
matter was very strong. In any case, the 
boxes were taken away, and the girl could go 
so far as to say that that was done by a person 
remarkably like one of those who visited 
Cohen up to the time of his death. Then they 
had thé’ fact that later in the evening Callan’s 
landlady heard two men taking something 
heavy upstairs to the prisoner’s room, and 
although she did not see the face or 
either, she wasso struck by the breadth of 
his shoulders that she was able to pick out 
Harkins at the police station by that pecullar- 
ity alone, andto express the beliefthat the 
manshe had seen going out was Harkins. 
On the following morning when Mrs. Bright 
and her daughter went to dust the room 
they saw the box there, and found it to be so 
heavy thatthey could not move it. What 
became of the other box the police did not 
know. It must evidently have been taken 
elsewhere. 


THE BALFOUR ‘‘SLIP.’’ 


Melville, who bad been watched by the po- 
lice since the beginning of August, left this 
country for Paris on September 8, and they 
knew he was back in America before the mid- 
dle of December. The importance of his hav- 
ing been traced back to America lay in the 
significance which was thereby given to a let- 
ter addressed to him and found upon Callan 
with regard to a newspaper cutting found 
upon Harkins, referring to Mr. A. J. Balfour’s 
intended visit to Birmingham. The suggestion 
of the prosecution undoubtedly was, and he 
would express no opinion on it, that thia was 
cut out forthe purpose of a reminder as to 
where Mr. Balfour would be on the 4th of No- 
vember, so that some harm might be done 
tohim. His Lordship, however, was bound to 
to say that beyond the possession of the news- 
paper cutting there was no evidence of any 
kind to support the suggestion. Commenting 
upon the proposition advanced by Counseljor 
Geoghegan that Callan had taken the dyna- 
mite and endeavored to destroy it solely out 
of friendship for Cohen and without criminal 
intent, the learned Judge said it would be for 
the jury to consider whether, taking all these 
circumstances into consideration, they could 
indorse such & view of the matter. Callan 
found himself alone. Melville had gone. Cohen 
was dead and Harkins was being watched 
by the police, and the prisoner would natur- 
ally be anxious to get rid of the dangerous 
stuff in his possession, knowing what would 
probably be the consequences if he were dis- 
covered with it. Adverting to the fact that 
each of the three men, Cohen,.Callan and 
Harkins, possessed revolvers of the same pat- 
tern, he said that no overdue importance was 
to be attached to it. The use of revolvers was 
beeoming far too common, and probably if all 
Americans of the same class of life as the pris- 
onérs were searched when they came to this 
country, nine out of ten of them would be 
found to have revolvers of some kind or other 
on them. With respect to the character of the 
explosive found, they had the positive testi- 
mony of Col. Majendie with his wide experi- 
ence that it was dynamite of Amer- 
ican manufacture. Is would be for 
the jury to say whether they thought 
it the same which was in the tin box at 
Cohen’s lodgings, and which was alleged to 
have been conveyed to Oallan’s lodgings by 
Harkins, All portmanteaus and boxes in the 
possession of the prisoners were proved to 
have shown traces of dynamite, and they must 
ask themselves how these appearances came 
there. They (the jury) must not merely 
adopt a hostile suggestion because it was made 
on the part of the Crown, but must draw their 
conclusions from the aggregate ciroumstances 
with the determination to let their verdict be 
the outcome of their absolute conviction. 
Finally he asked them whether they found 
that other of the prisoners or both of them 
had conspired either together or with Melville 
or with Cohen to cause an explosion in the 
United Kingdom of a nature tikely to endanger 
life or to cause as ary to 
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injury to property or to able others to do so. 
GUILTY. 

On the conclusion of the Judge's summipg- 

up, the jury, after ashort conference, brought 


The prisoners heard the verdict stoically. 
Affidavits were then read from America as to 
their respectability, and stating that they 
were law-abiding citizens. Called upon to 
state any cause why sentence should not be 
passed on him, Callan asserted his innocence 
of the crime charged against him, and stated 
that he did not come to England for the pur- 
pose of taking life or destroying prop- 
erty. Harkins also protested. his in- 
nocenee, and declared that he had 
come into a little property which 
was dear to him, and that knowing the value 
of property, he was not a likely person to be 
guilty of the crime of which he had been 
charged. He added that he had a wife and 
five children in America, the eldest of whom 
was 6 years of age. Hedid not come to Eng- 
land to destroy life or property, and until he 
was put on his trial he knew nothing of dyna- 
mite. He hoped God would forgive those who 
had sworn falsely against him, as he would. 

The Judge in passing sentence said that 
after a careful investigation the prisoners had 
been found guilty of the heinous crime 
charged against them. It wus well that it 
should be generally known that crimes of the 
deseription of which they had been found 
gullty did not require ocular proof to render 
men amendable to the laws of this or any 
other civilized country. If they were to re- 
quire ocular proof in courts of justice, a great 
many heinous crimes would go unpunisbed. 
He could conceive very few more atrocious 
than that of which they had been found guilty. 
They had been found guilty of conspiring 
together to commit an explosion with dyna- 
mite, which had lately produced serious 
damages to property and 

ENDANGERED Irn. 

It was further found that they had dynamite 
in their possession in large quantities, with 
intent, with other persons, to cause injury to 
property and to endanger life. Although one 
of the prisoners had stated that he was inno- 
cent, and, the other that he did know the 
nature of dynamite, he could not accept 
these statements. The law permitted him at 
his discretion to pass a much heavier sentence 
than that which he was about to pass upon 
them. But because he believed that 
there was one person behind who had 
prompted them to the commission of the 
crime for which they stood condemned he 
would not go to the full penalty of the law, 
At the same time he looked upon them as the 
very guilty agents of a very guilty person, 
and for their guilt it would be his painful duty 
to condemn them to penal servitude fora 
term of fifteen years. Half a dozen police- 
men then lead them from the dock. There 
were no friends or relatives of the prisoners in 
court and they were quietly led away, while 
white-wigged barristers hustled with their 
briefs and the clerks summoned the witnesses 
in the next case between the Crown and 
people.

Chasing the Mysterious—Tricks of Material- 
izing Mediums. 


Yesterday afternoon a gentleman who has 
considerable skill in legerdemain and who 
has in his career traveled as a spirit medium, 
took two reporters on a round of mediums, 
slate-writers and fortune-tellers with 
the professed intention of exposing 
the tricks of these charlatans. The visits 


were without sensational results, as not one 
medium, slate-writer or fortune-teller would 
perform any of their tricks forthe exposer. 
The exposer in explainſug the modus operandi 
of deception as practiced by materializing 
mediums said: If you are an investigator 
ou go toaseance and see nothing. You are 
old that you must get acquainted with those 
about you, and in harmony with them, else 
the spirits will not appear. You go again, 
and see about the same persons in 
the circle each time. They talk to you. Some 
of them are the cappers, the confederates of 
the medium. They learn things about you 
and some nightaform will appear that will 
tell you surprising things. I traveled ahead 
of the Davenport Brothers some years ago. 
There were six or eight poome in the company 
whom the public knew nothing of. I was grave 
yard inspector. It was my duty to visit 
all the grave-yards in a town where 
the Davenports were to appear and find the 
names of all the recently-buried persons. 
eople ahead who looked u 

spiritualists and investigators who could al- 
ways be counted on to attend seances such as 
the Davenports gave. The company’s agents 
would find out all about these local people, 
and all this information would be used in a 
seance to mystify and confound auditors. 
Most mediums haye asimilar system. They 
sometimes employ as many as twenty-five 
men and women to hunt up Information for 
them and drum up business too. When you 
attend these circles you never know who are 
the cappers and who are the honest people. 
But if you go frequently you will learn to pick 
out the medium’s friends.’’

He lit a candle which he placed upon 
the table and then went down stairs for coal. 
During his absence a basket full of papers, 
which hung directly over the table, caught fire 
from the flame of the candle and the 
fire had progressed to a con- 
siderabie extent when he returned. 


As he opened the kitchen door to enter the 
room he was met by*volumes of smoke, which 
peered out upon him, choking and blinding 

im. He went bravely in, however, thinking 
to extinguish the fire, but he succumbed to 
the smoke and fell,moaning on the floor. His

In the 
meantime the fre was closing in on the un- 
fortunates inside the building, and every mo- 
ment the chance of saving their lives was be- 
— lessened, The heart-rending cries of 
the old people for help could stiil be heard, 
but yi gradually grew more faint, and 
finally died away entirely. 

**They are lost, the crowd cried, and the 
*death-like silence within the house cer- 
‘tainly carrie out this belief. By 
this time the department had arrived, 
and as the apparatus rushed about in search of 

e fire-plugs and spreading hose the crowd 
cried to the firemen ‘‘for God’s sake’’ to save 
the old people still inside the burning house. 
The truckmen of No. 21 company brought their 
ladders to bear with all possible speed, and 
yet it seemed to the impatient crowd in their 
dreadful suspense that it was taking ages for 
them to do so. Every mement seemed a 
year to the excited mass. The ladders 
were placed up against the building and 
willing and brave firemen hastily ascended.

SURROUNDED BY FLAMES, 
the crowd tookalong breath and anxiously 
awaited his reappearance.

We have 
merely given the right to manufacture by our 
process, and we hold all other rights, The 
gun-manufacturing industry can’t be taken 
away from Pittsburg.’’

Leading money markets continue exception- 
ally easy, substantially as reported last week 
domestic exchange favoring New York at all 

ints. Bond investments remain the feature 
n Wall street, and foreign investments have 
been enough to depress London exchange 10 
on the pound. ‘he Northwestern Railway 
rate war and the rumored intention of 
Wyoming coal miners to demandan advance 
of wages have caused the only ripples in the 
stock market, where trading is very much 
restricted. The nd total of bank clearings 
for January of thirty cities is $3,982,000,000, or 
ll per cent less than in January, 1887, and 10 
ercent less than in January, At New 
ork City the declines are respectively 15 per 
centand 26 per cent. At twenty-nine other 
cities the increases are 8 per cent and 12 per 
cent respectively. 

Bradstreet’s examination of railroad earn- 
ings per mile for four years shows that seventy 
companies earned an average of $5,588 r 
mile in 1887, against $5,159 in 1686, ood 
and $5,232 in 1884. The gains of 1887 over 1886 
were 7.8 2 cent against 8.7 per cent over 
1885 and 5.8 per cent over 1884, 

The outlook is uncertain forthe coal miners’ 
strike in the near future. The bituminous 
supply is larger and the demand for industrial 
use is smaller. Eleven individual collieries in 
in the Schuylkill region are at work and seven 
more will begin work on Monday. 
Within a month twenty-three iron 
furnaces have banked their fires, 
owing mainly to increased cest of coal, ren- 
dering 2,200 employes idle. There are fifty- 
six other industrial establishments shut down 
for like reasons, throwing out 800 men, thus 
making the total striking and thrown out of 
work by the strike about seventy thousand. 

The official report of imports of fron and 
steel last year as specially telegraphed us, in- 
cludes 340,000 tons of scrap iron, an increase 
Over 1886 of 250 per cent; 137,829 tons of steel 
rails, a gain of 240 per cent; 810,551 
tons of steel ingots, etc., an increase of 5.30 
per cent, and 21,675 tons of cotton ties, a gain 
of 110 per cent. Pig iron importations in- 
creased 80 percent; bar iron 25 per cent; tin 
plates and wire rods each about 10 percent, 
and iron over 15 per cent. 

W heat has been heavier this week, and is 
14c lower. The total exports of wheat and 
flour from both coasts this week to date ag- 
gregate 1,652,990 bushels, or about the same as 
last week. The total exports of wheat 
from ag to February 1 are 12,078,000 bu less 
than in 1886-87, and our calculated available 
export surplus (wheat and flour) on January 
1 last is 58,000,000 bu, against 93,000,000 bu one 

ear ago, 85,000,000 bu two years ago and 
58,000,000 bu three years ago. his allows for 
40,000,000 bu reserves next July and amounts to 
more than the United States will probably 
be called on to snip abroad, 2 a 
supply of over 10,000,000 bu monthly. 
In January the exports were but 8,000,000 
bushels. Bradstreet’s total grain stocks re- 
pert of January 28 shows a decrease of 3,611,- 

bushels of wheat during January and an 
increase of 1,344,000 bushels of corn. 

The dry goods jobbing trade at the East for 
January exceeds the total for that month in 
1887, with the situation strong at first hands.

Wool is stronger than on January 1, with 
takings of a fair volume of heavy-weight 
goods, Manufacturers are holding to. last 
year’s figures. Holders of wool are making 
fewer concessions than in Jannary. 

Cable advices have depressed the sugar 
market in addition to the effect produced by 
the stagnation of demand at home and lower 
prices have resulted. Free Louisiana deliver- 
les and the attitude of refiners out of the Trust 
must also have weighed on the market. 

Advices from Europe, as from Brazil, favored 
a decline in Rio coffee, and prices went off 
„ cents. Rio mall advices contain reports 
favoring full supplies of new crop coffee, 
although the view is antagonized by some in 
the trade there. 

The reports to Bradstreet’s of business fall- 
ures number 280 in the United States this 
week, against 259 last week and 242 this week 
last year.

THE CLIMATE OF CALIFORNIA. 


A Change This Winter Which Astonishes 
the Oldest Inhabitaut. 


Thomas L. Emerson, a well-known mining 
man of San Francisco, arrived in the city this 
morning and is atthe Lindell. Mr. Emerson, 
in conversation with a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter, said: While a very large quantity of 
gold is mined every month in California, it is 
done by well-established companies, who place 
little stock on the market, and scarcely a trace 


of the old stock speculation which a few years 
ago was the most prominent feature of San 
Francisco, now remains. The stoppage of the 
hydraulic diggings by the riparian land-own- 
ers has killed the last means by which stock- 
brokers could advance and depress the mar- 
ket, andthe Mining Exchange is now posi- 
tively lonely. Piacer mining is still carried 
on in a few places by the Chinese, but outside 
of these the entire mineral industry of the State 
is confined to e few large and rich 
companies, whichrwork the mines themselves, 
and put no stock on the market. No one who 
cannot remember what a ruling feature of 
California life mining speculation was can ap- 
preciate the immensity of the change and the 
consequent alteration in the abits and 
methods of business of the inhabitants of the 
State, who from being accustomed to live at 
high pressure all the year round has become 
one of the quietest and most humdrum com- 
munities in the country. 

The climate, no less than the people, Mr. 
Emerson went on to say, seems to have 
undergone a complete change. In former 
years we used to have a great deal of rain in 
winter but no cold weather, and snow was un- 
known except in the mountains. But ever 
since last November the temperature all — 
the State has been from 30 to 40 degs. lower 
than ever known before, and snow has fallen 
in all sections of the State, causing as 
much ustonishment as ice in July would bere. 
The houses are not built with any view to 
being comfortable in such weather and the 
people were suffering greatly from the cold, 
thousands of tourists having left the State be- 
cause ofthe weather. Worse than this, it is 
feared thatthe orange crop has been most 
seriously injured, and may prove an entire 
loss, although this cannot yet be determined. 
The cold has been entirely unpreceeented, 
and when I left home showed no signs of 
diminution.’’
